Bette Davis, wife of country doctor Joseph Cotten, longs for the world of riches 
offered by wealthy landowner David Brian. Minor Watson, caretaker of Brian’s estate, 
alone recognizes the evil in her. After an argument with her husband, Bette goes to 
Chicago to see Brian only to learn he plans to marry. Disillusioned, she returns home, 
falls ill. Cotten restores her health and learns she is going to have a baby. 

Brian returns, still unmarried, and their romance flares again. But the caretaker 
threatens to tell Brian about the baby unless she abandons plans to run off with him. 
Next day while hunting, Bette shoots the caretaker, insists it was an accident. Freed 
by the court, she plans to run off with Brian but Cotten intercepts and frustrated, she 
is nearly killed when she hurls herself into a ravine. Recovery is slow and in a 
delirious rage she rushes from her sickbed and collapses near the railroad station, 
reiterating her determination to be free forever of her life in the little town.

COTTEN SAYS 
ACTORS NOT 
BORN IN TRUNKS 


Joseph Cotten says that one 
fine thing motion pictures have 
done for theatrical people is to 
make human beings out of them. 

“It took quite a while to ac- 
complish this transition of actors 
from the gypsies they used to be 
considered to the respectable citi- 
zens most of them are now,” he 
said. 

“Even during the early days of 
the films, actors labored under 
the scornful designation of ‘pic- 
ture people,’ meaning they were 
a strange group of clowns that 
nice people were willing to be 
entertained by, but would hardly 
consider associating with.” 

Times have changed, however, 
and now picture people have been 
able to assume a kind of dignity 
of their own and live like any- 
body else. 

“It’s wonderful,” Cotten said. 
“Some of us even live as well as 
automobile dealers.” 

In the days of vaudeville and 
stock companies, actors literally 
lived out of trunks and in dress- 
ing-rooms, Cotten pointed out, 
thus making any kind of a home 
and community life quite out of 
the question. 

Hollywood has helped straight- 
en that out, though, and at least 
80 percent of the film colony have 
their own homes and family life 
and live pretty much like lawyers 
and bankers and doctors. 

Cotten is currently appearing 
with Bette Davis in Warner 
Bros.’ “Beyond the Forest” due 
AtSUNGs san Theatre, in which 
he plays a small-town doctor.

‘Beyond the Forest’ 
Stars Bette Davis 


“Nobody’s as good as Bette 
when she’s bad!’ Whoever said 
that knew his cinematic stuff. For 
in “Beyond the Forest’’, Warner 
Bros.’ forthcoming drama from 
the Stuart Engstrand novel, 
Bette Davis will be shooting 
straight for her third Academy 
Award. 

With an important, hand- 
picked cast topped by co-star 
Joseph Cotten, one of the leading 
male stars in Hollywood today, 
David Brian, tall, rugged and 
handsome new star who scored 
opposite Joan Crawford in “Fla- 
mingo Road,” and Ruth Roman, 
another newcomer who has shot 
to the top with roles in “Champ- 
ion” and ‘The Window”, Warner 
Bros. apparently spared no effort 
to make this one of Bette’s best. 

When the critics and the indus- 
try alike hailed Miss Davis a few 
years back with the award of the 
Oscars for her roles in “Danger- 
ous” and “Jezebel”, they recog- 
nized that playing unsympathetic 
“bad girl” roles required ability 


of the first order. ‘‘Beyond the 
Forest” offers the same oppor- 
tunity—redoubled. 

A shrewish, opportunistic 
schemer, though beautiful and 
attractive, Bette Davis in “Be- 
yond the Forest” is Rosa Moline, 
wife of a country doctor, played 
by Cotten, in the rugged resort 
country of northern Wisconsin. 
Here it is that she meets a 
wealthy landowner, played by 
Brian, to whom she becomes so 
violently attracted that before 
the gripping story is over, a life 
has been taken, several more have 
been shattered and a whole seg- 
ment of life in the raw has been 
revealed. 

The picture was shot on loca- 
tion in the northern California 
lake country, and contains scenes 
of unsurpassed outdoor natural 
beauty, while the sets of hunting 
lodges, square dance sequences, 
the hunting trips, all combine to 
provide high degree background 
authenticity to the story. King 
Vidor directed.

Bette Davis has long held to 
her belief that a _ successful 
actress must be one who causes 
things to happen — not one to 
whom things just do happen. 

She is living up to that theory 
with a vengeance in “Beyond the 
Forest,” her new Warner Bros. 
picture in which Joseph Cotten 
plays opposite her and David 
Brian plays the man she loves.

Bette, in this role, makes 
things happen all right. She kills 
one man who is in her way to a 
romance with David Brian and 
she works so hard to thwart Cot- 
ten in his determination to up- 
hold their marriage. 

Another one of Bette’s several 
foibles about her roles, is that 
she must change hair dress and 
sometimes hair coloring to suit 
the part she plays. In “Beyond 
the Forest,” Bette has gone 
black-haired. It changes both her 
appearance and her apparent at- 
titude toward life—which is ex- 
actly what she planned it would 
do. 

Bette has always believed that 
Lady Macbeth was a better act- 
ing part than Ophelia or than 
any straight ingenue role. Re- 
member, her two Academy 
Awards were won for unsympa- 
thetic roles, in “Dangerous” and 
“Jezebel.”

There will be a new and almost 
unrecognizable Bette Davis in 
Warner Bros.’ “Beyond the For- 
est “acurnentiywat othe ........2..c-:,:

David Brian, the man with the 
rugged profile discovered by Joan 
Crawford to be her leading man 
in “Flamingo Road,” fits natur- 
ally into the screen life and needs 
of Bette Davis playing her most 
vitriolic role as Rosa Moline in 
“Beyond the Forest,” due at thé 
Go Sameer Theatre. 

So Brian, who outlasted Zach- 
ary Scott and Sydney Green- 
street in Miss Crawford’s “Fla- 
mingo”’ life, now succeeds in dis- 
placing Joseph Cotten in the af- 
fections of Bette Davis in “Be- 
yond the Forest.” 

In both roles Brian is more or 
less a victim of circumstance and 
the plaything of a woman’s 
whims. Tall, blond and irregular 
in profile, Brian portrays the 
masterful sort of man whom 
women such as Bette Davis (in 
“Beyond the Forest’’?) and Joan 
Crawford (in “Flamingo Road”) 
fall for.

In a vehicle almost tailored 
specially for the great acting tal- 
ent that she is, Bette Davis will 
appear on the ............ screen be- 
PANNING a. eee in “‘Beyond the 
Forest,” an amazing story of an 
ambitious woman who uses love 
to gain her ends. 

The Warner Bros. picture, 
which co-stars Joseph Cotten, is 
adapted from the novel by Stu- 
art Engstrand, and was filmed 
almost entirely on location in the 
rugged California lakes area, 
simulating the great hunting and 
fishing lands of the middle north- 
ern part of the country. 

Set among the pines and rocks 
of the outdoors, this strange 
story tells of Rosa Moline, a 
strong-willed, arrogant though 
beautiful woman, a native of that 
part of the state, who sets her 
cap for a wealthy landowner of 
the region.
